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Introduction 

In biblical Hebrew there is a word commonly used at the beginning of a narrative. 
It is vaihee and frequently translated as "now", or "once upon a time". It is usually the 
verb form called the wayyiqtol, which is the most common Hebrew verb form seen in the 
Old Testament. This word has the introductory function of preceding a temporal clause 
that provides the setting for the story that follows. For example in the biblical books of 
Ruth and Jonah, it introduces the stories which follow. Therefore, it is fitting that this 
incredible story of the rebirth of the Nation Israel should begin with 

"VAIHEE" 
Once Upon a Time 

On May 15, 1948 the State of Israel was reborn as a sovereign nation. It had been 
2,534 years since Israel was last an independent nation and never in world history has a 
previously destroyed nation regained its sovereignty. 

After a difficult civil war which divided the twelve tribal region kingdom into two 
segments, Jeroboam I emerged as the leader of the northern ten geographic regions in 931 
B.C. The southern kingdom retained two regions under Solomon's son Rehoboam. 

For 209 years the Jews ruled the northern kingdom before it fell to the Assyrians. 
Following a three-year siege the Assyrian ruler Sargon captured the Jews, took them back 
to Assyria, and then repopulated the ten tribal regions with people from Cutha, Avva, 
Hamath, and Sepharvaim. Hoshea, the last of their eighteen kings, lost his throne and the 
kingdom's sovereignty in 722 B.C. 

The southern kingdom emerged as a separate two tribal region kingdom. They 
experienced a succession of twenty kings beginning with Rehoboam, Solomon's son, and 
ending with Zedekiah in 586 B.C. They too were conquered, but by their nemesis, 
Nebuchadnezzar, the leader of the invading Babylonians. He invaded Jerusalem on three 
separate occasions. The first invasion was in 605 B.C., the second in 597 B.C., and the 
final one in 586 B.C. This began the saga of the "wandering Jew", scattered around the 
world living in different nations but always retaining their unique identity. Their 
treatment by the citizens, ecclesiastical organizations, and governments of the counties in 
which they lived seemed to insure that they would always wander, suffer rejection, and 
persecution. It was only the Christians who believed the Bible exactly as it was written 
that knew Israel had a future as a sovereign nation. This group has historically been 
identified as dispensationalists. This chapter will briefly examine the rejection of the 
Jews, and the historical events surrounding their return to the land they have been 



scripturally promised. Rabbi Lewis Browne perhaps captured the essence of their 
providential existence best in 1928, twenty years before Israel would emerge as a modern 
sovereign nation. He said: 

This is the Story of the Jew, That Strange Man Who Will Not Die 

Through thirty and more centuries he has wandered about on earth, despised 
and rejected, bruised and beaten, yet all the time wandering on. 

He has seen far-flung empires crack and crumble, and mighty peoples 
dwindle to naught. Egyptian, Canaanite, and Philistine; Assyrian, Chaldean, 
and Persian; Greek, Roman, and Saracen: all these and more have marched 
over him in pride. With their kings and priests, their tyrants and princelings, 
they have marched over him in vainglorious pride - only to fall and die by 
the roadside. But he, the Jew, still lives on. Obstinately he fights off Time 
and Man, pressing along on his own path, keeping his own counsel, 
cherishing his own dreams, living his own life in his own way. A strange man 
he has been, and a strange man he remains—and a stranger story than that of 
his life no tongue has ever recounted. 1 

Beginnings 

The name Israel was first given to the patriarch Jacob as chronicled in Genesis 32: 
28 which, according to archbishop James Ussher, was about 1900 B.C. 2 Jacob was the 
grandson of the patriarch Abraham who received a significant unilateral covenant from 
God. This covenant included a land, seed and blessings for both him and his progeny. In 
fact God gave Abraham the boundaries of the land that he and his offspring would 
someday inherit (Genesis 15: 18-21). He also told him that his progeny would be afflicted 
and spend four hundred years in a land that was not theirs. After this period they would 
leave that land with great wealth and substance (Genesis 15: 13-14). 

Jacob had finally settled his strained relationship with his father-in-law, Laban, in 
Haran and was on the way home to Beersheba. When Jacob and his family reached a 
point just south of Gilead, he had the last meeting with Laban, ending his indentured 
servitude to him. He knew that he still had to deal with his twin brother, Esau, who 
twenty years earlier had threatened to kill him. It was this event and his mother's 
insistence that drove him out of Beersheba to Haran. So, knowing this, he sent forward 
messengers to meet with Esau in the land of Seir, where Esau had settled. As soon as 
Jacob heard their report he was greatly afraid and distressed and responded in two ways. 
First, he made camp preparations by dividing the camp in two. One-half was kept a 
significant distance away so they could escape from Esau's soldiers who might have been 
seeking revenge on Jacob. Second, he began to pray. He asked Jehovah God to keep His 
promise to protect him as he followed God's command to faithfully return home to 
Canaan. Jacob also acknowledged that all God's lovingkindness and grace was laid upon 
him, an unworthy servant. He closed the prayer reaffirming what God had previously said 
to him, namely that there are more divine promises yet to be fulfilled. 



Initially Jacob moved the entire family south of the Jabbok River to allow a hasty 
retreat if the encounter with Esau proved adversarial. So Jacob crossed the Jabbok River, 
which was a border between Gilead, and the area, which later became Ammon. It was 
nighttime when he took his women, children and all their possessions with him and 
crossed over the river. Now they were closer to the Promise Land but not in it yet. They 
were still on the east side of the Jordan River. 

He left his family and possessions on the south side of the Jabbok River and went 
by himself back to the north side. He was probably checking that all the possessions had 
been moved to the south side of the Jabbok. This isolation set the stage for the third 
appearance of God to Jacob. The text of Genesis 32:24 says that "there wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the day. " 

Jacob wrestled with a celestial being that had the appearance of a man. We know 
this to be the Angel of Jehovah, also known as a pre-incarnate appearance of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Hosea 12:5 confirms the "man" as an angelic being and not an earthly man. 
The wrestling went on all night until the morning. The text says that the Angel did not 
prevail against Jacob. This is not because He was not able (angels are significantly 
stronger than men), but because He wanted the struggle to last. Jacob was going to come 
out of it a better, more refined man. Finally, when the Lord wanted the wrestling to end, 
He gave Jacob's thigh a debilitating supernatural blow that dislocated Jacob's hip. Still, 
Jacob would not release his hold on the Angel until He blessed him. Interestingly, the 
Angel asked Jacob his name; and he answered "Jacob." The Angel then said, "Thy name 
shall be called no more Jacob, but Israel: for thou hast striven with God and with men, 
and hast prevailed. " So God renames Jacob "Israel", which in Hebrew is Yisrael, or a 
combination of two Hebrew words sarah and el and it literally means "he who strives 
with God." The wordplay helps our understanding of Israel and Jacob. The Abrahamic 
Covenant he was prophesied to receive by inference included him striving with Laban, 
Esau, and God Himself. God gave Jacob's uncle, Ishmael (future Arab nations), a 
prophecy regarding the perpetual struggle between the Jews and the Arabs (Genesis 
16:11-12). The history of the Nation Israel clearly fulfills this prophecy about the 
relationship of the Jews struggling with the Arabs, other nations, and God. Jews in their 
struggles with the world continually turned from God to follow after the pagan nations 
around them. Further insight revealed in the wordplay of the word "Israel" is that God 
protects and preserves for Jacob and God will protect and preserve Israel. Even though 
they sin terribly, God will be on their side as all the world's nations seek to conspire 
against them. There is only one way God will abandon this protection and Jeremiah 
describes it in chapter thirty-one of his book: 

Jeremiah 31:35-37 

Thus saith Jehovah, who giveth the sun for a light by day, and the 
ordinances of the moon and of the stars for a light by night, who stirreth up 
the sea, so that the waves thereof roar; Jehovah of hosts is his name: If 
these ordinances depart from before me, saith Jehovah, then the seed of 
Israel also shall cease from being a nation before me for ever. Thus saith 



Jehovah: If heaven above can be measured, and the foundations of the earth 
searched out beneath, then will I also cast off all the seed of Israel for all that 
they have done, saith Jehovah (ASV 1901). 

This story ends with Jacob asking the Angel to identify Himself. The Angel 
responded with a question, "Wherefore is it that thou dost ask after my name?" The 
Angel at Jacob's request blesses him and Jacob renames the place on the north side of the 
river Jabbok Peniel: for, said he, "I have seen God face to face, and my life is preserved. " 
Peniel literally means in Hebrew, "the face of God." Jacob is acknowledging that the 
Angel is indeed God and he has been preserved through the struggle and will be 
preserved in the struggles with Esau and the world in general as it turns against Israel. 
Throughout the book of Genesis we see the name Israel used interchangeably with Jacob. 
However, the frequency of usage of Israel increases as the chronological narrative of the 
Bible moves forward. 

Genesis chapter thirty-four tells the story of the rape of Jacob's daughter Dinah. 
In their condemnation of these events Jacob's sons use the name Israel for the first time 
in reference to themselves as a nation and not just a family or an alternate name for Jacob. 
The emerging seeds of a nation are seen in this chapter. 

Sometime later the ten older sons of Jacob, in their envy, sold Joseph, Jacob's 
favorite son, into slavery to some itinerant Ishmaelite merchants traveling to Egypt. 
Joseph providentially rose up to become second only to pharaoh of the greatest nation on 
earth at that time and is charged with protecting that country from an imminent famine. In 
the process his family comes to Egypt seeking food. They reconcile with him and all 
seventy of them enter Egypt to live there under his protection. 

When they emerged from Egypt four hundred years later travelling back to 
Canaan in 1445 B.C they were a bona fide nation with a population of more than two 
million citizens. Under the leadership of Moses, who was chosen by God, they become a 
theocracy. Over the next eight hundred fifty nine years, until they fell to the Babylonians, 
they would intermittently trust God and relapse into the idolatrous practices of the nations 
around them. God would correct them, but all the while He loved them and assured them 
He had a future for them as a nation. 

Leviticus 26: 42-44 

then will I remember my covenant with Jacob; and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also my covenant with Abraham will I remember; and I will 
remember the land. The land also shall be left by them, and shall enjoy its 
sabbaths, while it lieth desolate without them: and they shall accept of the 
punishment of their iniquity; because, even because they rejected mine 
ordinances, and their soul abhorred my statutes. And yet for all that, when 
they are in the land of their enemies, I will not reject them, neither will I 
abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant with them; for 
I am Jehovah their God; but I will for their sokes remember the covenant of 



their ancestors, whom I brought forth out of the land of Egypt in the sight of 
the nations, that I might be their God: I am Jehovah. These are the statutes 
and ordinances and laws, which Jehovah made between Him and the 
children of Israel in mount Sinai by Moses (ASV 1901). 

In His faithfulness He will someday fulfill His covenant with Abraham by blessing 
Messiah or Christ-believing Jews and bringing them into the Promised Land of Israel. 
The fullness of the covenant will be realized in the Millennium. However, He gave them 
sufficient prophecies insuring that they would be back in the Land before that time but in 
a state of unbelief regarding their Messiah. 

Prophecies of Return 

One of the unconditional covenants that God made with Israel was the promise of 
their own land. The Abrahamic Covenant promised a seed, land, and blessings. The three 
major promises of this covenant were personal promises to Abraham, national promises 
to Israel, and universal promises to all the people of the earth. God promised that He 
would bless him and make him a blessing to others, to make his name great, to give him 
many descendants, to make him the father of a multitude of nations, to give him the Land 
of Canaan for always, and to bless them that blessed Abraham and to curse them that 
cursed him (Genesis 12; 13; 15 & 17). God also made national promises concerning 
Israel. These are to make a great nation of his descendants, to give land from the river of 
Egypt to the Euphrates to his covenanted descendants forever, and to give the Abrahamic 
covenant to his descendants forever. Finally, God made a universal covenant to Abraham 
that would be a blessing to everybody on the earth. 

Parts of the covenant have already been fulfilled. For example, God did bless 
Abraham with wealth. His name is great and Israel is a great nation with a portion of the 
Land that was guaranteed. The blessings to the people of the earth have been given 
through the oracles of God received by the Jews and their bringing forth the Word of God 
and the Messiah. The promise of the Land has not been completely fulfilled, yet. His 
descendants are indeed in the Land, but in unbelief, and do not have all the boundaries 
promised by God in Scripture, yet. 

The Land Covenant is introduced within the Abrahamic Covenant and refers to 
the land the Jews will occupy at their final restoration. The two facets of it refer to the 
boundaries and productivity of the Land. The promise that God made to Abraham was 
clear in describing the land to be possessed by Abraham personally, and what his seed 
would possess in the future. At the time of giving the boundaries (Genesis 15) God laid 
out the future history of Abraham's progeny prior to their initial possession of the Land. 
God sealed the covenant and described the borders of the Promised Land to include the 
eastern edge of the delta of "the river of Egypt" in the south and the river Euphrates in the 
north. Abraham never lived in all of this property during his time on earth, nor as yet 
have any of his progeny as a nation. The covenant was reconfirmed with Isaac, his son. It 
was then reconfirmed again with Jacob, his grandson. In order for this covenant to be 
fulfilled Abraham, Isaac and Jacob will have to be resurrected to realize the promise and 



Israel will have to be restored to the Land. This is developed in a number of Scriptures, 
including Leviticus 26:40-45; Deuteronomy 30:5; Isaiah 27:12; 35:1-2; 65:21-24; 
Jeremiah 31:1-6 & 11-14; Ezekiel 20:42-44 & 28:25-26; 34:25-31; 36:8-15 & 28-38; Joel 
2:18-27 & 3:18; Amos 9:13. In the future, Israel will possess the Land and the Land will 
greatly increase its productivity and be well watered. For now, though, they are in the 
Land in a state of unbelief regarding their Messiah, Who is Jesus. 

During the second Babylonian invasion of Israel in 597 B.C. a Hebrew priest 
named Ezekiel was carried away to Babylon as a prisoner of war. He recorded the visions 
he received from God revealing future corrections coming on the nation Israel in the 
Book of Ezekiel. He also wrote of the prophecies, which God gave him of events far in 
his future that revealed a return to the Land of Israel by the wandering Jews. He began 
the book with vaihee, or "once upon a time". Ezekiel was given a vision of the glory of 
God being lifted by the Cherubim out of the Temple in Jerusalem where He could no 
longer reside due to Israel's sinful practices and disassociation with Him. He would not 
return for another five hundred ninety-seven years embodied in the Incarnation as the 
baby Christ who was dedicated in the second Temple on the eighth day of His life. 

Specific Biblical Prophecies Regarding Israel's Return 

The prophet Ezekiel received prophecies regarding the future for Israel in the last 
days. Some of these focused on the period after the Great Tribulation such as the thirty- 
seventh chapter when they would be restored to the Land because then they will have 
believed in the Messiah, Jesus of Nazareth. 3 This is commonly referred to as the "valley 
of dry bones" prophecy. Other prophecies he received made it quite clear that they would 
be in the Land as a nation before they experienced a national repentance and restoration. 
Two of these will be examined as well as one from the book of Zechariah. 

Ezekiel 20: 33-38 

As I live, saith the Lord Jehovah, surely with a mighty hand, and with an 
outstretched arm, and with wrath poured out, will I be king over you: and I 
will bring you out from the peoples, and will gather you out of the countries 
wherein ye are scattered, with a mighty hand, and with an outstretched arm, 
and with wrath poured out; and I will bring you into the wilderness of the 
peoples, and there will I enter into judgment with you face to face. Like as I 
entered into judgment with your fathers in the wilderness of the land of Egypt, 
so will I enter into judgment with you, saith the Lord Jehovah. And I will 
cause you to pass under the rod, and I will bring you into the bond of the 
covenant; and I will purge out from among you the rebels, and them that 
transgress against me; I will bring them forth out of the land where they 
sojourn, but they shall not enter into the land of Israel: and ye shall know 
that I am Jehovah (ASV 1901). 

The Lord is giving this prophecy to Israel and using the Exodus as an illustration 
to compare what He is going to do in the future to what He did in the past. Sometime 



after Joseph died a pharaoh came to power who had no positive relationship with the 
Jews. He initiated a persecution of all the Hebrews up to and including killing their 
newborn babies to stop their population from expanding. God led them out from under 
this persecution and restored them into Canaan from where they originally came. They 
were rebellious in the desert as they left Egypt and, as a result, wandered for forty years. 
They were so rebellious that only two men who came out of Egypt made it into the 
destined promise land. All the rest died out in the desert. This was a judgment God placed 
upon them. So a new generation of Jews that did not know the Egyptian experiences but 
were born in the desert came into the Land that would become the Nation Israel under 
General Joshua and his colleague Caleb. Much in the same way God led them out of the 
persecutions by the Egyptians and moved them into the Promised Land He declared He 
would do it again. Looking back in time and remembering that this prophecy was given 
in the sixth century before Christ, it is clear that He has already done that prior to this day 
(2012). 

This time, though, God interestingly says that He will bring them out from the 
peoples and gather them from the countries (plural) wherein they have been. Since 586 
B.C. they have been scattered throughout the countries of the world. He began 
regathering them out of all the countries in the world in the late 1800's, which became 
known as the Zionist movement. The Ezekiel text says they will be gathered out of wrath 
and for wrath. They were persecuted in many of the nations in which they lived and 
wanted a safe homeland. The judgment described must be significant in order to make it 
into the biblical text. The most serious judgment He brought on them was the Nazi 
holocaust when six million Jews were destroyed in the Nazi's genocide of the Jews. This 
set the stage for world sympathy, which led to them becoming a nation. The regathering, 
though, was in unbelief. We can see in the passage cited above that this regathering is 
with a mighty hand, and with an outstretched arm, and with wrath poured out. This is 
God saying to the nation Israel, and repeating it twice that He gathers them out of wrath 
and for wrath. The term outstretched arm means that God is exercising His wrath. 
Consider the imagery of a fist on His outstretched arm, not an open hand offering peace. 
This is coming from wrath and then going into wrath. The wrath that He leads them from 
is the Nazi persecution. He brought them into the Land as a sovereign nation while still in 
unbelief. They will live as a nation for a while in unbelief until the Great Tribulation 
where the Antichrist will declare himself god and initiate the worst persecution the Jews 
will have ever seen. After that final wrath they will turn to Him and accept Christ as their 
Messiah. But from the Nazi Holocaust to the Great Tribulation there will be a period 
where they will have residence in the Land but not be regenerated as a nation. In other 
words, God will not be their God; and Christ will not be their Messiah. Nevertheless, God 
loves them. Because He loves them and made promises to their ancestors the Patriarch's, 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, He will give them the Land they have been guaranteed. 
God's promises are always kept; there are no exceptions. 

The second passage is found in Ezekiel chapter twenty-two and further enhances 
the issue of being in the Land but in unbelief. 



Ezekiel22: 17-22 

And the word of Jehovah came unto me, saying, Son of man, the house of 
Israel is become dross unto me: all of them are brass and tin and iron and 
lead, in the midst of the furnace; they are the dross of silver. Therefore thus 
saith the Lord Jehovah: Because ye are all become dross, therefore, behold, I 
will gather you into the midst of Jerusalem. As they gather silver and brass 
and iron and lead and tin into the midst of the furnace, to blow the fire upon 
it, to melt it; so will I gather you in mine anger and in my wrath, and I will 
lay you there, and melt you. Yea, I will gather you, and blow upon you with 
the fire of my wrath, and ye shall be melted in the midst thereof. As silver is 
melted in the midst of the furnace, so shall ye be melted in the midst thereof; 
and ye shall know that I, Jehovah, have poured out my wrath upon you (ASV 
1901). 

In this passage the prophet Ezekiel is given God's Word describing a regathering of 
the Jews to Jerusalem. Here God describes the fact that they are far from Him as He 
characterizes their spiritual condition like the impurities in metallurgical processing. 
Dross is the burn-off of the undesirables, while the metal is purified through the 
consistent application of a high temperature fire. Fire is used in the Bible to refer to the 
refinement process God uses to bring those that He has chosen into submission to His 
will. This is exactly how He describes what He will do to them in the future for the 
purpose of purifying them. But for the purposes of identification and setting the 
chronology of this verse, it is when they have gathered in the Land and before the 
judgment. So today they in the Land regathered from the various nations throughout the 
world and Jerusalem is their capital. This is where this judgment will take place. So they 
are back in the Land in unbelief not realizing that their judgment is coming. Although 
there are several more passages that could be cited to confirm that God has brought them 
back into the Land in unbelief, the last passage that will be referenced is located in 
Zephaniah chapter two. 

Zephaniah 2: 1-2 

Gather yourselves together, yea, gather together, O nation that hath no 
shame; before the decree bring forth, before the day pass as the chaff, 
before the fierce anger of Jehovah come upon you, before the day of 
Jehovah 's anger come upon you (ASV 1901). 

Again the text says that they are gathering together as a nation but they have no 
shame. This means that they are not recognizing their sinful ways. Therefore, they are 
gathered together but in unbelief. They will receive the judgment meted out by the 
Antichrist during the Great Tribulation referred to here as the "day of Jehovah" . This is 
the most common form of reference to the Great Tribulation in the Old Testament. The 
Tribulation will begin with the signing of a seven-year covenant between the Antichrist 



and the nation Israel. So this being before the Tribulation assumes that there are Jewish 
political leaders in a Jewish State. The Jewish State does exist; they are back in the Land 
in unbelief; and they don't realize it now, but their judgment and refinement is nearing its 
time. 

Impediments To The Jews Return To the Land 

There have been many groups who persecuted the Jews and wanted to deny them 
a homeland. It must be made clear that Jesus, His apostles and all the members of the 
early Church, that is the first Christians, were all Jewish. 4 When we consider the modern 
day so-called "Christians" who speak and have spoken out against the Jews, we must ask: 
did they not realize that a Jew and the Jewish people started the Church? What follows 
from this truth is difficult to understand without a Divine prophetic statement from Jesus 
Himself. 

Luke 19: 41-44 

And when he drew near and saw the city, he wept over it, saying, "Would 
that you, even you, had known on this day the things that make for peace! But 
now they are hidden from your eyes. For the days will come upon you, 
when your enemies will set up a barricade around you and surround you and 
hem you in on every side and tear you down to the ground, you and your 
children within you. And they will not leave one stone upon another in you, 
because you did not know the time of your visitation... " (ESV) 

Specifically He was addressing this prophecy to the non-Christian Jews of 
Jerusalem at the time He visited them during His first advent and regarding the 
destruction of the Temple in seventy AD. In a general sense He is saying that because 
they did not accept Him as their Messiah, they would have a very troubling existence 
until they did. The Jewish people did not understand the significance of this visit and 
what was taking place on that day. If there had been acceptance of Him and heart-felt 
national repentance that day, there would have been peace for the Jewish nation. The pain 
of their attitude and disbelief caused Jesus great grief as He wept over the city of 
Jerusalem for the Jews. 

When Titus Vespasian, the Roman general, invaded Jerusalem in 70 A.D. 
fulfilling part of Christ's prophecy, he destroyed the Temple, sacked the city, and 
scattered the Jews who lived there to other countries, sending them to join others of the 
Diaspora. This added to the population of the earlier Diasporas, which took place in 722 
B.C and 586 B.C. Then around 132-135 A.D. the Jews under Simon Bar Cochba rose up 
against the Roman rule, and the Romans tried unsuccessfully to put down the rebellion 
for three years. Hadrian finally put it down in 135 A.D., and the remaining Jews were 
scattered to regions outside Israel and their land was renamed by the Romans Palestina. 

Now the full measure of the Jews were wandering in countries that were not their 
own. Even though the Romans had occupied them, they still had some semblance of 



sovereignty over the Land. Now, however, they had no hope whatsoever of ever being 
back in the Land as a sovereign nation. It is clear that God in His Divine providence is 
controlling the destiny of the Jewish nation. Therefore we can see that even though they 
had no hope, God would work toward bringing them back over the next 1878 years. 

Replacement Theology 

There is a heretical concept within Christianity accepted by many so-called 
"Christian" groups. It is characterized as heretical because it is nowhere to be found in 
Scripture and contradicts Scripture. In fact there are verses in the Old Testament clearly 
testifying that God loves the Jews (for example Leviticus 26). Nevertheless it is important 
to understand how it worked as an impediment to their return to the Land as well as 
setting the expectation, for some that their return to the Land would never happen. Some 
thought it would happen perhaps in the Millennial Kingdom but it was generally thought 
that there would be no return to a sovereign Jewish State before that time. Those that do 
not accept a Millennial Kingdom, even though it is clearly stated six times in Revelation 
chapter twenty, reject the Jews ever having a homeland. Replacement Theology and its 
general hatred of the Jews gave rise to significant persecutions culminating with the Nazi 
Holocaust. In the end, this actually provided the impetus for them to have a homeland 
again. 

Both Jews and Gentiles populated the early Church for the first two hundred 
eighty years while the headquarters was located at Jerusalem. James, the Lord's half- 
brother, was the first bishop of Jerusalem and presided over the first worldwide Church 
Council. At that time the issue of Gentiles coming into the Church gave rise to a dispute 
over whether the Gentiles needed to become Jewish first and then accept Christ. This, of 
course, would require the males to be circumcised and keep the Law. It was decided that 
the Gentiles did not have to keep the Law and therefore neither did anybody else in order 
to experience the salvation that Christ provided. It was further determined that the 
freedom that was in Christ provided for one to follow the Law, keep the Jewish holidays, 
and in general follow the Jewish Temple culture if they desired to do so. It was not 
obligatory, just optional. 

As the Church grew in the early years many Gentiles came in and Jews were 
converted as well. The Roman civil authorities persecuted both groups. This was partially 
carried out due to the Bar Cochba Revolt and because the Christians were considered a 
sect of Judaism. There did not seem to be any significant disputes between Jewish and 
Gentile believers in Christ in the early Church. The Jews who did not recognize Christ as 
their Messiah did not accept the Jews who became Christians, or the Church in general, 
as a valid expression of God's outworking. One exception to this was Gamaliel, a 
Pharisee and teacher of the Jewish Law. He said, "if this new Christianity is of God it 
will flourish and cannot be stopped" (Acts 5: 39). 

When the Roman Emperor Constantine issued his Edict of Milan (commonly 
called the Edict of Toleration, 313 A.D.) it ended the Christian persecution and set the 
stage for Christianity being merged with the state. 5 It would not happen during his reign 
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but in the reign of his second successor Theodosius I. On February 27, 380 A.D. he 
published the so-called "Edict of Thessalonica" (decree "Cunctos populos", Codex 
Theodosianus xvi.1.2) and ordered that all Roman subjects profess the faith of the 
bishops of Rome and Alexandria (i.e., the Christian faith as amalgamated into semi- 
Christian pagan religion which he called Catholica). 

We desire that all peoples subject to Our benign Empire shall live under the same 
religion that the Divine Peter, the Apostle, gave to the Romans, and which the said 
religion declares was introduced by himself, and which it is well known that the 
Pontiff Damascus, and Peter, Bishop of Alexandria, a man of apostolic sanctity, 
embraced; that is to say, in accordance with the rules of apostolic discipline and the 
evangelical doctrine, we should believe that the Father, Son, and Holy Spirit 
constitute a single Deity, endowed with equal majesty, and united in the Holy 
Trinity. We order all those who follow this law to assume the name of Catholic 
Christians, and considering others as demented and insane, we order that they shall 
bear the infamy of heresy; and when the Divine vengeance which they merit has 
been appeased, they shall afterwards be punished in accordance with Our 
resentment, which we have acquired from the judgment of Heaven. 

Dated at Thessalonica, on the third of the Kalends of March, during the Consulate 
of Gratian, Consul for the fifth time, and Theodosius. 6 

He was essentially saying everyone but Catholic Christians are demented, insane and will 
be punished. He directed this punishment at the Jews and non-Catholic Christians, and 
encouraged others to do the same. So from this point on we have early Church fathers 
expressing the same vehemence toward the Jews and non-Catholic Christians. 

This forced all members of the Church at Rome to become Catholic Christians. 
Since Christianity is a based upon personal faith and being chosen by God, false 
professions of faith to avoid death threats were detrimental to the purity of the professing 
Church at Rome. The result was a severe paganization of the Christian Church. The 
group at Rome became populated with pagans and grew significantly in numbers. This 
growth caused this Church to think of themselves as more significant than other regional 
churches. They called themselves the Roman Catholic Church and declared their 
headquarters at Rome. 

This merging of Church with State brought the Dark Ages upon the world and many 
unbiblical practices entered the previously pure, but persecuted, Church. Some of these 
are: baptismal regeneration; clergy celibacy; The Eucharist (Transubstantiation), 
indulgences, Mary as Co-Mediatrix and Co-Redemptorix; penance, and others. 

As a result many in the so-called Christian community at large began to speak out 
against the Jews. One such individual was John Chrysostom. At Antioch in 387 A.D. he 
preached eight virulent sermons against the Jews. 7 He was characterized, as being prone 
to an oratorical style, which was elaborate, sinewy, and incisive. 8 The following is a 
quote from one of those fiery messages: 
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Don't be surprised if I've called the Jews wretched, for truly they are 
wretched and miserable since they spurned the numerous blessings which 
came into their hands from heaven, and they took great pains to throw them 
away. Tell me, if someone had killed your son, could you bear to lay eyes on 
them? Could you bear to listen to their greeting? Wouldn't you avoid them as 
you would an evil spirit, as the devil himself? The Jews killed your Master's 
Son — do you have the effrontery to go with them to the same place? The one 
who was killed has honored you to the point of making you his brother or 
sister and co-heir, whereas you treat him with dishonor to the point of 
honoring those who killed the Master and crucified the Son, and worshipping 
in their company during the festivals, and going to their impure places, and 
entering their unclean doors, and taking part in the table of demons. (I'm 
persuaded to call the fast of the Jews 'the table of demons' because they 
killed God.) 9 

In light of the above quote, it is not surprising that the Jews took on the label within the 
early church of "Christ Killers." This is interesting since it makes obvious the Church's 
faulty understanding of the Scriptures. Christ made it very clear; He laid down His life 
willingly and of His own accord (John 6:51; 10:15, etc). God Himself was the 
perpetrator of this event, not the Jews. People did not read the Scriptures accurately or 
completely then, just as they don't today. If they did, they would never as genuine 
Christians ever have developed Replacement Theology. Perhaps the earliest inkling of 
this heresy came from Ignatius of Antioch (70-107 AD) who suggested that the Church is 
the New Israel. 10 

Chrysostom's contemporary, Augustine (354-430 AD), was somewhat more 
restrained toward the Jews. He affirmed Paul's teaching in Romans that we have a duty to 
love the Jews, but he shared the view of other Church Fathers. He thought that Judas was 
the image of the Jewish people. From Augustine came the theory that the Jews are a 
"witness-people," destined to live as testimony to both evil and Christian truth, but who 
were not to be killed, for "like Cain they bore a sign, let them live among us, but let them 
suffer and be continually humiliated." 11 He may have said they should not be persecuted, 
but by his comments he implicitly endorsed their persecution. 

Though opposed to mass murder of Jews, France's Bernard of Clairvaux (1090- 
1 153 AD) declared that they were "a race who had not God for their father, but were of 
the devil." Following the custom of theologians of his day, he had taken a Scripture (John 
8:44) and applied it to the whole Jewish people for all time. Perhaps the concept of 
Replacement Theology that was the strongest incentive for future generations to 
persecute the Jews came from the Protestant German Reformer, Martin Luther (1483- 
1546 AD). He originally hoped they would accept his form of the faith, even initially 
praising their contribution to Christianity. However, when he did not succeed in 
converting the Jews, his attitude changed dramatically. In his work Concerning the Jews 
and Their Lies (published 1542), Luther wrote: 
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"All the blood kindred of Christ burn in hell, and they are rightly served, 
even according to their own words they spoke to Pilate. Verily a hopeless, 
wicked, venomous and devilish thing is the existence of these Jews, who for 
fourteen hundred years have been, and still are, our pest, torment and 
misfortune. They are just devils and nothing more." Firstly, their synagogues 
should be set on fire. Secondly, their homes should likewise be broken down 
and destroyed. Thirdly, they should be deprived of their prayer-books and 
Talmuds. Fourthly, their rabbis must be forbidden under threat of death to 
teach any more. Fifthly, passport and travelling privileges should be 
absolutely forbidden to the Jews. Sixthly, they ought to be stopped from 
usury. Seventhly, let the young and strong Jews and Jewesses be given the 
flail, the axe, the hoe, the spade, the distaff, and spindle, and let them earn 
their bread by the sweat of their noses. We ought to drive the rascally lazy 
bones out of our system. Therefore, away with them. To sum up, dear princes 
and nobles who have Jews in your domains, if this advice of mine does not 
suit you, then find a better one so that you and we may all be free of this 
insufferable devilish burden - the Jews." 12 

In a sermon given shortly before his death, he called for the immediate expulsion of all 
Jews from Germany. This would be implemented in a later period during the greatest 
persecution the Jews had on this earth to date, the Nazi Holocaust under Adolph Hitler. 

The Return to the Land 

Jews started immigrating back to the Land under the Zionist movement of the 
nineteenth century. Theodor Herzl was a Jewish Austro-Hungarian journalist and the 
father of modern political Zionism, and in effect, the modern State of Israel. After a brief 
legal career in Vienna and Salzburg, he devoted himself to journalism and literature, 
working as a correspondent for the Neue Freie Presse in Paris. In 1896 he wrote a book 
titled The Jewish State, which outlined the need for the Jewish people all over the world 
to have a homeland. The book and his ideals spread quickly around the world and 
attracted international attention. The following quote from the book sums up the thesis of 
his work. 

"The Jewish question persists wherever Jews live in appreciable numbers. 
Wherever it does not exist, it is brought in together with Jewish immigrants. 
We are naturally drawn into those places where we are not persecuted, and 
our appearance there gives rise to persecution. This is the case, and will 
inevitably be so, everywhere, even in highly civilized countries — see, for 
instance, France — so long as the Jewish question is not solved on the political 
level. The unfortunate Jews are now carrying the seeds of anti-Semitism into 
England; they have already introduced it into America." 13 

His diaries also discussed the return to the Land issues. 

"When we occupy the land, we shall bring immediate benefits to the state that 
receives us. We must expropriate gently the private property on the estates 
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assigned to us. We shall try to spirit the penniless population across the 
border by procuring employment for it in the transit countries, while denying 
it any employment in our country. The property owners will come over to our 
side. Both the process of expropriation and the removal of the poor must be 
carried out discretely and circumspectly ... It goes without saying that we 
shall respectfully tolerate persons of other faiths and protect their property, 
their honor, and their freedom with the harshest means of coercion. This is 
another area in which we shall set the entire world a wonderful example . . . 
Should there be many such immovable owners in individual areas [who 
would not sell their property to us], we shall simply leave them there and 
develop our commerce in the direction of other areas which belong to us" 14 

By the time that Herzl's writings came out there had already been a number of 
books and pamphlets calling for a return to Zion. One catalyst was the publication in 
September 1882 by an Odessa, Ukrainian physician, Leo Pinsker (1821-91), of a 
pamphlet, Auto-Emancipation, asserting that the Jews must be the architects of their own 
salvation and not rely on the goodwill of European nations to emancipate them; and that 
they needed a national home of their own (which Pinsker originally thought need not be 
Palestine). Auto-Emancipation was published in German, partly because of the Russian 
censorship but also because Pinsker wanted to appeal to the Jews of Central and Western 
Europe, whom he considered were, unlike those of Eastern Europe, able to provide the 
initiative and resources to bring about his objective. 15 

In Great Britain another prominent pro-Zionist force, the English Zionist Federation 
(EZF), was founded on July 22, 1897. Its task was not so much to negotiate with the 
British government but to fulfill Herzl's other injunction, "to capture the communities", 
that is to mobilize the institutions of organized Jewry in the cause of achieving the Jewish 
national home. Among their leadership was Sir Francis Abraham Montefiore who had 
social position, a famous name and from 1904, the presidency of the Spanish and 
Portuguese community, but was hardly a charismatic leader. 16 

Chaim Weizmann, the future first President of the State of Israel, was at this time 
based in Manchester, England. In 1913 he organized a local group of young intellectuals 
that included Israel Sieff, Simon Marks, and Harry Sacher, a lawyer and journalist 
associated with the Manchester Guardian, and Leonard Stein, a barrister. While agreeing 
with the goals of the EZF, they did not make many Zionist converts. Although there were 
Zionist adherents in the East End of London and the other immigrant quarters, most of 
the recent immigrants were too busy trying to survive economically to have time for 
politics, and those who were politically inclined tended to follow the politics of the left. 
This group did not have much impact on the religious leadership. 

Herzl's Zionism had proscribed as a "creeping in by the back door" program that 
operated through step-by-step colonization. It was only in 1908 that the "Practical 
Zionists", such as Weizmann, managed to get some colonization started in Palestine 
under the auspices of the Zionist Organization. Even so, such colonization was small 
until 1911. But after 1911, when the "Practical Zionists'" took over the running of the 
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movement, colonization finally expanded. While of the 85,000 Jews in Palestine in 1914, 
only 30-35,000 were immigrants of the post-1880 period, there were more immigrants in 
1914 than in any previous year; and work had begun on specifically Jewish institutions 
such as the Haifa Technion and even the planning of a Hebrew University. 17 

What changed the situation and brought Zionism into the sphere of practical politics 
was the entry of Turkey into the First World War against the Allies. On November 9, 
1914, Asquith, the British Prime Minister, in his speech at the Lord Mayor's banquet, 
announced: "The Turkish Empire has committed suicide." Palestine, like the rest of the 
Ottoman Turkish Empire, now became a target for dividing their territory among the 
Allies after their expected WW I victory. In January 1915, Herbert Samuel, a member of 
the British Cabinet, circulated a memorandum to his colleagues on the future of Palestine. 
In the course of writing it, he modified his advocacy of a Jewish state to admit that the 
time was not yet ripe for it, but he looked forward to an independent Palestine. 18 

There were, of course, many counter political arguments to Britain championing of 
Zionism. But the keen awareness of arguments in favor of Zionism motivated Weizmann 
to push the case for Zionism into influential British government circles; indeed 
Weizmann fed the material regarding this to the British Cabinet Secretariat. 

There were two separate groups in Anglo-Jewry fighting for the attention of the 
British government. On the one hand, there was the official community, represented by 
the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. Their secretary from 1914 was Lucien Wolf, the leading expert on Jewish 
diplomacy and the fight for Jewish rights in Europe. On the other hand, there was 
Weizmann' s small group and some Zionist associates and sympathizers, including people 
in key positions within the government. Since it was always the pride of the Anglo- 
Jewish establishment that they were a key influence with the government, it proved a 
humiliating disappointment that Weizmann (a Russian Jew who had been a resident for 
only about ten years in Britain) outmaneuvered them. 19 

In 1914 the Conjoint Committee, which consisted of fourteen members from the 
two constituent bodies, was prepared to do anything to protect the rights of oppressed or 
underprivileged Jews abroad. Interestingly, the Committee was opposed to Zionism as a 
movement. That threatened the emancipation of Jews as individuals in their countries of 
residence. In 1914 and 1915 the Conjoint Committee treated the Zionists with 
condescension. The Conjoint Committee did not know that Weizmann was having 
regular meetings with members of the government such as Samuel (MP), Balfour 
(foreign secretary) and Lloyd George (prime minister), and that Samuel had circulated his 
memorandum on Zionism in January 1915. The Conjoint Committee saw as its' principal 
objective the amelioration of the position of the Jews of Russia. 

Meanwhile, Weizmann had been working on the British government to secure 
a declaration favorable to Zionism. He also sought support within the Anglo-Jewish 
establishment. It is not clear when Walter, the second Lord Rothschild (MP and 
financier), became a Zionist; but it was certainly not later than 1915, when he

succeeded his father. Charles, the younger brother of Walter, also became a 
convinced Zionist. 

The Conjoint Committee realized early in 1917 that it was being out-maneuvered 
by Weitzman and Samuel in its quest to influence the British government at the highest 
level. This realization was confirmed when the Foreign Office twice hinted in May 1917 
that it would deprecate any action by the Committee to engage in public controversy 
against Zionism. 

On June 19, 1917, Lord Rothschild and Weizmann saw Balfour; and Rothschild 
told Balfour that the majority of British Jews were in favor of a national home. 
Rothschild was asked by Balfour for a draft declaration which was sent a month later on 
the 18th of July. This is why the declaration, written by Lord Balfour when ultimately 
approved by the War Cabinet, was solely addressed to Lord Rothschild. 20 

When the British Cabinet made its decision on October 31, 1917 to issue a 
declaration, the determining factors were not the opinions of British Jews but the 
supposed impact on Jews in Russia, America, and elsewhere. "If we could make a 
declaration favorable to such an idea, we should be able to carry on useful propaganda 
both in Russia and America." Balfour did mention in general terms the objection - "the 
difficulty felt with regard to the future position of the Jews in Western countries" - but 
rejected it; and the Secretary of State was authorized to take a suitable opportunity of 
making "the following declaration of sympathy with Zionist aspirations." 21 

Even Weizmann, in 1918, writing to Ormsby Gore, then with the Zionist 
Commission in Tel Aviv, stated: "We consider a British Palestine and a Jewish Palestine 
practically identical and that in working for a Jewish Palestine we will at the same time 
be working for a British Palestine .... We do not consider any other solution, such as, for 
instance, a Jewish state, satisfactory or possible." 22 In such circumstances it is not 
surprising that by April 1919 Lucien Wolf, as secretary of the Joint Foreign Committee, 
could bring to the attention of the Paris Peace Conference a statement on Palestine agreed 
by both the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, which accepted the 
Balfour Declaration, subject only to the proviso that it must not "be held to imply that 
Jews constitute a separate political nationality all over the world, or that the Jewish 
citizens of countries outside Palestine owe political allegiance to the Government of that 
country." This acceptance of the Declaration was accompanied by a growth of popular 
support for Zionism within Anglo-Jewry. The membership of the English Zionist 
Federation (EZF) rose from 4,000 in 1917 to over 30,000 in 1921. A petition by the EZF 
to the Paris Peace Conference in 1919, asking for the implementation of the Balfour 
Declaration "to reconstitute Palestine as (the Jews') national home" was signed by some 
77,000 Jews in the United Kingdom, out of a total Jewish population of probably less 
than 300,000. 23 So the Balfour Declaration of 1917 was one more British Governmental 
edict whereby the Jews became one step closer to having a national homeland. 

Winston Churchill, a friend of the Jews, 24 said that once British General Allenby 
marched into Jerusalem in 1914 the British officially had control of Palestine and could 
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exert substantial influence in the way it would be occupied and administered. 25 So the 
First World War had a tremendous influence in bringing the Jews back to their Land. 

The Wrath Prophecied Before the Wrath 

In 1933 Adolph Hitler became Chancellor of Germany and quickly 
outmaneuvered his rivals by removing the conservatives from any real participation in 
government. By July 1933 he had abolished the free trade unions, eliminated the 
Communists, Social Democrats and Jews from any role in political life, as well as 
sweeping opponents into concentration camps. The staged Reichstag fire of February 27, 
1933, provided him with the perfect pretext to begin consolidating the beginnings of a 
totalitarian one-party state, and special "enabling laws." These were ramrodded through 
the Reichstag to legalize the regime's intimidating tactics under the guise of protecting 
the nation from terrorist's attacks such as the Reichstag fire. 

With support from the nationalists, Hitler gained a majority at the last 
"democratic" elections held in Germany on March 5, 1933, and with exceptional skill he 
used persuasion, propaganda, terror and intimidation to secure power. The seductive 
notions of "National Awakening" and a "Legal Revolution" helped paralyze potential 
opposition and disguise the reality of autocratic power behind a facade of traditional 
institutions. He promised to fundamentally make over their country from its evil status 
run by what he called the "November Criminals." That is how he referred to the German 
politicians of the Weimar Republic who signed the Treaty of Versailles surrendering their 
sovereignty at the end of World War I. 

The destruction of the radical SA (Hitler's personal army) leadership under Ernst 
Rohm in the Blood Purge of June 1934 ("Night of the Long Knives") confirmed Hitler as 
undisputed dictator of the Third Reich. By the beginning of August, when he united the 
positions of Fuhrer and Chancellor on the death of von Hindenburg, he had all the powers 
of the state in his hands. Hitler allowed subordinates like Heinrich Himmler, Hermann 
Goering, and Joseph Goebbels, to mark out their own domains of arbitrary power and 
avoided any institutionalization of authority and status that could challenge his own 
undisputed position as supreme arbiter. 

A conference of ministers was held on August 20, 1935, to discuss the economic 
effects of Party actions against Jews. 26 Adolf Wagner, the Party representative at the 
conference, argued that such actions would cease, once the Government decided on a 
firm policy against the Jews. The following month two measures were announced at the 
annual Party Rally in Nuremberg, becoming known as the Nuremberg Laws. Both 
measures were hastily improvised (there was even a shortage of drafting paper so that 
menu cards had to be used), and Jewish experts from the Ministry of the Interior were 
ordered to Nuremberg by plane. 

The first law, The Law for the Protection of German Blood and German Honor, 
prohibited marriages and extra-marital intercourse between "Jews " (the name was now 
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officially used in place of "non- Aryans ") and "Germans " and also the employment of 
"German " females under forty-five in Jewish households. 

Law for the Protection of German Blood and German Honor 
(Septemberl5, 1935) 
Article 1 

1. Marriages between Jews and citizens of German or kindred blood are 
forbidden. Marriages concluded in defiance of this law are void, even if, for 
the purpose of evading this law, they were concluded abroad. 

2. Proceedings for annulment may be initiated only by the Public Prosecutor. 
Section 2 

Sexual relations outside marriage between Jews and nationals of German or 

kindred blood are forbidden. 

Section 3 

Jews will not be permitted to employ female citizens of German or kindred 

blood as domestic servants. 

Section 4 

1. Jews are forbidden to display the Reich and national flag or the national 
colors. 

2. On the other hand they are permitted to display the Jewish colors. The 
exercise of this right is protected by the State. 

Section 5 

1 . A person who acts contrary to the prohibition of Section 1 will be punished 
with hard labour. 

2. A person who acts contrary to the prohibition of Section 2 will be punished 
with imprisonment or with hard labour. 

3. A person who acts contrary to the provisions of Sections 3 or 

4 will be punished with imprisonment up to a year and with a fine, or with 

one of these penalties. 

Section 6 

The Reich Minister of the Interior in agreement with the Deputy Fuhrer and 

the Reich Minister of Justice will issue the legal and administrative 

regulations required for the enforcement and supplementing of this law. 

Section 7 

The law will become effective on the day after its promulgation; Section 3, 

however, not until 1 January 1936. 27 

The second law, The Reich Citizenship Law, stripped Jews of their German citizenship 
and introduced a new distinction between "Reich citizens" and "nationals." 

The Reich Citizenship Law 
(September 15, 1933) 

Article I 
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1. A subject of the State is a person who belongs to the protective union of 
the German Reich, and who therefore has particular obligations towards the 
Reich. 

2. The status of subject is acquired in accordance with the provisions of the 
Reich and State Law of Citizenship. 

Article 2 

1. A citizen of the Reich is that subject only who is of German or kindred 
blood and who, through his conduct, shows that he is both desirous and fit to 
serve the German people and Reich faithfully. 

2. The right to citizenship is acquired by the granting of Reich citizenship 
papers. 

3. Only the citizen of the Reich enjoys full political rights in accordance with 
the provision of the laws. 

Article 3 

The Reich Minister of the Interior in conjunction with the Deputy of the 
Fuhrer will issue the necessary legal and administrative decrees for carrying 
out and supplementing this law. 28 

The Nuremberg Laws by their general nature formalized the unofficial and 
particular measures taken against Jews up to 1935. The Nazi leaders made a point of 
stressing the consistency of this legislation with the Party program, which demanded that 
Jews should be deprived of their rights as citizens. Although the Jews were being forced 
out of the country after the Nuremberg Laws, the German government began forced 
deportation of Jews. Most of the deportations were to Poland. Since the Russian Tsars 
had sent many Jews to the Pale (which was in Eastern Poland and the Ukraine) the 
population of Jews there significantly increased. 

During the next four years Hitler enjoyed a succession of domestic and 
international successes, outwitting rival political leaders abroad just as he had defeated 
his opposition at home. In 1935 he abandoned the Versailles Treaty and began to build up 
the army by conscripting five times its permitted number. He persuaded Great Britain to 
allow an increase in Germany's naval construction program, and in March 1936 he 
occupied the demilitarized Rhineland without opposition. 

One of the first veiled anti- Jewish official attacks on the Jews occurred on 
November 8-9, 1938 and has been called the "Kristallnacht". This is a German word 
referring to the night of "broken glass." It was a pogrom in Nazi Germany against the 
Jews. On a single night, ninety-one Jews were murdered, and 25,000 to 30,000 were 
arrested and deported to concentration camps. 29 The Nazis coordinated an attack on 
Jewish people and their property in Germany and German-controlled lands as a part of 
Hitler's anti- Jewish policy. The precipitating event occurred on November 8, 1938, when 
Herschel Grynszpan, a 17-year old German Jew, enraged by his family's expulsion from 
Germany, walked into the German Embassy in Paris and fired five shots at a junior 
diplomat, Ernst vom Rath. Two days later, the diplomat died and Germany was in the 
grip of skillfully orchestrated anti- Jewish violence. In the early hours of November 10, an 
orgy of coordinated destruction broke out in cities, towns and villages throughout the 
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Third Reich. The consequences of this violence were disastrous for the Jews living within 
the Third Reich. In a single night, Kristallnacht saw the destruction of more than two 
thousand Synagogues, and the ransacking of tens of thousands of Jewish businesses and 
homes. It marked the beginning of the systematic eradication of a people in Germany 
who could trace their ancestry to Abraham, 2050 B.C., and served as a prelude to the 
Holocaust that was to follow. Hitler did not claim to be responsible for this pogrom 
although it was fully orchestrated by Joseph Goebbels. Goebbels stated that it was a 
"spontaneous demonstration of the German people in reaction to the news of the murder 
in Paris." 30 Such was the typical Nazi denial of any personal responsibility for atrocities 
in Germany directed against the Jews. 

The German rearmament program led to full employment and an unrestrained 
expansion of production, which was reinforced by Hitler's foreign policy successes. The 
Rome-Berlin Pact of 1936, the Anschluss with Austria, and the "liberation" of the 
Sudeten Germans in 1938, brought Hitler to the height of his popularity. In February 
1938 he dismissed sixteen senior generals and took personal command of the armed 
forces, thus ensuring that he had total control of the military for implementing his own 
agenda. That same year Time magazine named him "Man of the Year." 

As the Nazi blitzkrieg war marched into Poland on September 1, 1939, the SS and 
The Gestapo followed after quickly, setting up the concentration and extermination 
camps while rounding the Jews in ghettos. They called the occupied areas the 
"Generalgouvernement" 31 and the capital was Cracow. It was an autonomous entity 
separate from the German government led by Hans Frank and run exclusively by 
Germans or those of German descent. 32 It included Poland and the far eastern areas of 
Germany. There they immediately began persecuting and killing Jews. The methods first 
used were machine gunning and firing squads. With the huge industrial levels of 
genocide expected, these methods proved to be too slow and too expensive. Soon after 
the "Final Solution" was devised in 1941. The first crematorium was operational in 
Auschwitz in August 1940, but it was not until autumn of 1941 that Zyklon B gas began 
to be used to expedite the mass murders. 

Hydrogen cyanide HCN, prussic acid, is a chemical compound in the form of 
a powerfully poisonous, volatile colorless liquid with the odor of bitter 
almonds. Prussic acid is considered a battlefield poison agent. Its action 
depends on the restraint of cellular respiration as a result of neutralizing the 
respiratory enzymes. Prussic acid passes through the mucous membranes 
and the skin, but principally through the lungs, into the blood. It blocks the 
process by which oxygen is released from red blood corpuscles and the result 
is a sort of internal asphyxiation. This is accompanied by symptoms of injury 
to the respiratory system, combined with a feeling of fear, dizziness and 
vomiting. 

Zyklon B was used in Germany before and during the Second World War for 
disinfection and pest extermination. In the Auschwitz concentration camp as well, it was 
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used exclusively for sanitation and pest control until mid- 1941. After the end of August 
1941, Zyklon B was used in the camps as an agent of mass annihilation. 

Extermination camps were killing centers designed to carry out Jewish genocide. 
Between 1941 and 1945, the Nazis established six extermination camps in former Polish 
territory. Those camps were: Chelmno, Belzec, Sobibor, Treblinka, Auschwitz-Birkenau 
(part of the Auschwitz complex), and Majdanek. Chelmno and Auschwitz were 
established in areas annexed to Germany in 1939. The other camps (Belzec, Sobibor, 
Treblinka, and Majdanek) were established in the Generalgouvernement (General 
Government) of Poland. Both Auschwitz and Majdanek functioned as concentration and 
forced-labor camps as well as killing centers. The overwhelming majority of the victims 
of the extermination camps were Jews. An estimated 3.3 million Jews were killed in these 
six extermination camps as part of the "Final Solution." Other victims included Roma 
(Gypsies) and Soviet prisoners of war. This is the inevitable result of Replacement 
Theology. It still goes on today and is believed by many so-called Christians. World War 
II resulted in a move by the people of the world to bring the Jews back to their Land. 

Through Violent Conflict A Jewish Homeland is Established 

As a direct result of the Nazi persecutions, on November 29, 1947, the United 
Nations General Assembly voted thirty-three to thirteen, with ten abstentions, in favor of 
a Partition Plan that created the State of Israel. On the same day, the General Assembly of 
the United Nations voted with a two-thirds majority to partition western Palestine into a 
Jewish and an Arab state. 34 Over seventy-five percent of the land allocated to the Jews 
was desert. Desperate to find a haven for the remnants of European Jewry after the 
Holocaust, the Jewish population accepted the plan, which accorded them a diminished 
state. The Arabs, intent on preventing any Jewish entity in Palestine, rejected it. 

On May 14, 1948, the last British forces left Haifa, and the Jewish Agency, led by 
Israel's Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion, declared the creation of the State of Israel, in 
accordance with the 1947 United Nations Partition Plan. United States President Harry S. 
Truman immediately recognized the new state. Hours later, Soviet premier Joseph Stalin 
also recognized the new state. Arab League members Egypt, Transjordan, Syria, Lebanon 
and Iraq declared war and announced their rejection of the United Nations partition 
decision. Saudi-Arabia and Yemen also sent forces to participate in the invasion. 

David Ben-Gurion (1886-1973) was the State of Israel's first prime minister (1948- 
1953 and 1955-1963) and defense minister. He was born David Gruen in Plonsk (in 
Russia that became Poland), October 16, 1886. At age fourteen, he became one of the 
founders of the Ezra youth movement. Ben-Gurion joined the Poalei Zion (Zionist 
workers) movement at age seventeen and was arrested twice during the revolution of 
1905-1906. He settled in Eretz Yisrael (The Land Israel) in 1906, first working in orange 
groves and wine cellars. As a watchman and farm worker, he became convinced that true 
Zionism meant settling the Land. In Jerusalem in 1910, he began writing for the Poalei 
Zion newspaper Ahdut, along with Yitzhak Ben-Zvi and Rachel Yanait (Ben-Zvi). This 
was the first time he used the name "Ben-Gurion." During World War I, he originally 
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favored Turkey and adoption of Ottoman citizenship. Anti-Zionist persecution changed 
his mind. He and Ben-Zvi were exiled to Egypt in March 1915. Ben-Gurion went to New 
York where he was instrumental in preparing young Jews to come to Palestine 
immediately after the war. He married Paula Munweis in 1917. She was an integral part 
of everything he did until her death in 1968. After the war, he became general secretary 
of the Histadrut labor federation in 1921. In 1930 he formed Mapai, the Zionist labor 
party; and in 1935 he became chairman of the executive committee of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine. When Britain limited Jewish immigration to Palestine in 1939, a decade of 
Zionist warfare began. Ben-Gurion was unrelenting, and finally in Tel Aviv, on May 14, 
1948, he proclaimed independence for the State of Israel. 

At four o'clock in the afternoon of May 14, 1948, the members of the provisional 
national council, led by David Ben-Gurion, met in the Tel Aviv Art Museum. Ben- 
Gurion rose and read the following proclamation: 

"The Land of Israel was the birthplace of the Jewish people. Here their 
spiritual, religious and national identity was formed. Here they achieved 
independence and created a culture of national and universal significance. 
Here they wrote and gave the Bible to the world. Exiled from Palestine, the 
Jewish people remained, faithful to it in all countries of their dispersion, 
never ceasing to pray and hope for their return and the restoration of their 
national freedom . . . Accordingly we, the members of the National Council, 
representing the Jewish people in Palestine and the Zionist movement of the 
world, met together in solemn assembly today, the day of the termination of 
the British Mandate of Palestine, by virtue of the natural and historic right of 
the Jewish people and the Resolution of the General Assembly of the United 
Nations, hereby proclaim the establishment of the Jewish state in Palestine, to 
be called ISRAEL . With trust in Almighty God, we set our hand to this 
declaration, at this session of the Provisional State Council, in the city of Tel 
Aviv, on this Sabbath eve, the fifth day of Iyar, 5708, the fourteenth day of 
May, 1948." 

At that time the British, who were still governing Israel, refused to implement the 
partition plan. The British government made it plain that it would do all in its power to 
prevent the birth of the Jewish state. Then, immediately after the United Nations 
Assembly decision, the Arabs launched their preliminary onslaught on the Jewish 
community. The British Army gave the Palestinian Arabs cover and aid, which resulted 
in: 

1 . Obstruction of Jewish defenses on the ground; 

2. Blocking movement of Jewish reinforcements and supplies to outlying 
settlements; 

3. Opening the land frontiers for the entry of Arab soldiers from the 
neighboring Arab states; 

4. Maintaining a blockade in the Mediterranean and sealing the coast and ports 
through which alone the outnumbered Jews could expect reinforcements; 
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5. Handing over arms dumps to the Arabs; 

6. Sending in forces from Malta to bomb and shell the Jewish force when Jaffa 
was on the point of falling to a Jewish counterattack; 

7. Continuing to supply the Arab states preparing to invade across the borders 
with all that they asked for and making no secret of it. 

In 1948, after the United Nations voted to give Israel statehood, five Arab armies 
(from Egypt, Syria, Transjordan, Lebanon and Iraq) immediately invaded Israel. The 
stated purpose of this invasion was to "push the Jews into the sea", in other words, 
genocide. Assam Pasha, Secretary-General of the Arab League, declared their intentions: 
"This will be a war of extermination and a momentous massacre which will be spoken of 
like the Mongolian massacres and the Crusades. "What Hitler didn't finish three years 
earlier, the Arabs will finish once and for all." 35 A Nazi collaborator, Hajj Amin al- 
Husseini, led the Arabs of the former British Mandate of Palestine. He was charged at the 
Nuremberg trials before escaping in 1946. Al-Husseini actively supported Hitler's policy 
to exterminate the Jews in World War II. 

Despite the disadvantages in numbers, organization, and weapons, the Jews began 
to take the initiative in the weeks from April 1 until the declaration of independence on 
May 14. The Haganah captured several major towns, including Tiberius and Haifa, and 
temporarily opened the road to Jerusalem. Czechoslovakia was the only country willing 
to provide the Jews with weapons. They gave the Jews used World War I weapons. 
Because God wanted them to survive He allowed them to capture territory from which 
the Arab aggressors attacked. Jordan captured what is now referred to as the "West Bank" 
(their true Jewish names are Judea and Samaria) including the Jewish eastern half of 
Jerusalem (now known as "Arab East Jerusalem"). Egypt captured what is now known as 
the "Gaza Strip." This was in ancient times known as the land of the Philistines. Both 
countries murdered or expelled every Jew who was living there at the time. During the 
nineteen years that Jordan and Egypt occupied those territories (now known collectively 
as the "Occupied Territories"), neither country was willing to create independent states 
for the remaining Arabs (now known collectively as the "Palestinians") residing in those 
territories. Instead, those regions were plundered and allowed to rot. Jewish graves were 
desecrated, gravestones were used to pave roads and build latrines, and Jewish homes 
were given to Arabs. Most of these Jewish refugees went to Israel, and in just a few 
years doubled Israel's population. The Ashkenazi Jews of Israel absorbed Arabic- 
speaking brethren into society. By comparison, displaced Arabs were forced into refugee 
camps by their Arab brethren and most remained there throughout the nineteen years of 
Arab occupation. There was not an Israeli policy of expulsion of Arabs from Israel. 

In 1949 Israel signed armistice agreements with Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, and 
Transjordan, (which in April 1949 changed its name to Jordan). They won the war 
against all odds. At this time Jordan annexed Judea and Samaria. Only Britain and 
Pakistan recognized this annexation as legitimate. This region became a source of many 
terrorists' attacks against Israel's citizens. In 1945 there were about 870,000 Jews living 
in the surrounding Arab countries. The Muslims call them the Dhimmi. During 1947 and 
1948 the Arabs persecuted these Jews. Their personal and real property were confiscated. 
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Yemen, Egypt, Libya, Syria, and Iraq had anti- Jewish riots. Zionism was declared to be a 
capital crime in Iraq. Approximately 600,000 Jewish refugees left the Arab states and 
were welcomed into Israel by the Ashkenazi Jews living there at that time. The Jews 
became full citizens of Israel. Due to the wishes of their Arab leaders, the Arabs in Israel 
did not become citizens but remained in internment camps and remained "refugees." 

Having lost in battle, Palestinian Arab terrorist groups, called "Fedayeen", began 
systematic raids against the Israeli civilian population. Thirteen hundred Israelis were 
killed and wounded by Arab terrorists between 1949 and 1956 36 The "Fedayeen" 
operated from bases located in and controlled by Egypt, Lebanon and, Jordan. 

On May 15, 1967, Egyptian President Nasser ordered a blockade of the Strait of 
Tiran. This blockade cut off Israel's southern access to the Red Sea and beyond. By May 
31, 1967, Egypt had moved 100,000 troops, one thousand tanks, and five hundred heavy 
guns into the Sinai. By June 4, Arab forces outnumbered Israel three to one as they 
poised on Israel's borders. This was Israel's Six Day War; and it was fought on three 
fronts, against three countries, in three overlapping stages. In the south, Israel engaged 
and defeated the Egyptians. In the central region, Israel engaged and defeated the 
Jordanians. In the north, Israel engaged and defeated the Syrians. In each of these theaters 
Israel gained significant territory that would serve as its own buffers in future years. 

On the morning of June 5, 1967, the Israeli Air Force destroyed almost the entire 
Egyptian Air Force (more than three hundred planes) in less than three hours. Israel's 
armored divisions, under the leadership of General Ariel Sharon, also launched a 
lightning attack on the same day. More than eight hundred Egyptian tanks had been 
destroyed, and thousands of soldiers were taken as prisoners of war. Nasser later 
acknowledged that eighty percent of Egypt's Russian-supplied military equipment had 
been lost in the Sinai debacle. Finally, at 8:00 p.m. on June 8, Nasser accepted a cease- 
fire. The Jews won again against all odds. 

From 1948 to 1967, Jerusalem was a divided city. The Arab Legion of Jordan had 
occupied East Jerusalem, including the Old City, since the War of Independence. The 
Jordanian troops had decimated the Jewish Quarter of the Old City, blowing up its 
synagogues and destroying every vestige of Jewish life there. During the initial battles 
with Egypt, Israel actually notified King Hussein that it had no intention of attacking his 
country. Hussein, however, believed Nassar's lies and joined the Arabs. When the Arab 
Legion began to shell Western Jerusalem, the Israelis swiftly counterattacked, with 
success. Paratroopers landed and attacked from the Mount of Olives, entering the Lion 
Gate from the east. Israel was careful to minimize the use of artillery, which could have 
made their attack much easier with less loss of life. This was done out of respect for the 
numerous holy sites within the ancient walls. By June 8, Israeli troops were gazing at 
Herod's stones of the Western Wall. Although Jerusalem was the central prize, Israel also 
captured in those four fierce days the areas of biblical Judea and Samaria, now called the 
West Bank. These are not only the sites of biblical Jerusalem, but also the ancient towns 
of Shechem, Shiloh, Bethel, Bethlehem, and Hebron. 
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Egypt's ally in the north was Syria. From their heavily fortified bunkers and miles 
of trenches along the Golan Heights, Syrian gunners had harassed the Jewish farmers and 
fishermen of the Huleh Valley and Sea of Galilee for nineteen years. The problem for the 
Israelis was that the Syrians literally held the high ground, and their Russian sponsors had 
helped them to fortify it well. With Syria also threatening Israel's destruction, the army 
saw an opportunity to end this threat to its northern citizens once and for all. The battle 
for the Golan was difficult. This was not a desert, like the Sinai, where tanks could 
maneuver easily. Furthermore, the Syrians had planted numerous mines to deter any 
Israeli response to its constant shelling. The Air Force prepared the way by landing 
paratroopers behind the Syrian lines. Finally, Israeli bulldozers were able to clear the way 
so the armored units could batter the Syrian troops and drive them deep into the Golan. 
Syria accepted a cease-fire on June 10, 1967. Again the Israelis won against all odds. 

Although it was an amazing military victory, the Six Day War left more than 
seven hundred Israelis dead and more than twenty-five hundred wounded. Although 
figures were never officially released, Arab casualties were conservatively estimated at 
fifteen thousand. The Six Day War established Israel as a major military power, but it 
unexpectedly cast it in the role of "occupier", a burden that has proven hard to bear. Israel 
eventually returned the Sinai to Egypt in 1973, when Egyptian President Sadat 
acknowledged their legitimate existence. Israel remains in control of the Golan Heights, 
unwilling to see it return to a nest of bunkers and artillery positions. On the other hand, 
Israel is under great pressure to return most of the West Bank, those areas of biblical 
Judea and Samaria. Israel does not trust the Palestine Liberation Organization to oversee 
such a "Palestinian State" in light of its murderous record of terrorism. 

In March 1969, still humiliated by the 1967 defeat, Egypt launched a War of 
Attrition against Israeli forces in the Sinai with intense artillery fire against Israel's "Bar- 
Lev Line" on the east bank of the Suez Canal. After large losses in May, June and July 
1969, Israel responded with air raids into Egypt. Nasser, in response, appealed to the 
Soviet Union for aid and on March 19, 1970, Soviet missile batteries were installed in 
Egypt near the Canal. Moscow, in addition to supplying weapons, also participated in the 
war effort operating weapons for the Egyptians. Intense United States pressure led to a 
cease-fire on August 7, 1970, with plans to put into effect a United States plan for peace 
in the region based on land for peace. However, the cease fire, which called for a freeze 
on the situation in the Canal (no movement of either troops or military equipment) was 
breached by Egypt's movement forward of forces on the same day it came into effect. 
Israel responded by suspending her participation in negotiations until the situation, which 
had prevailed on the eve of the signing of the ceasefire agreement, was restored. The 
peace plan was never implemented. 

In an effort to force Israel to surrender captured lands, Egypt and Syria jointly 
attacked Israel on October 6, 1973, on Yom Kippur, the holiest day of the Jewish 
calendar. Other Muslim states contributed troops and financial support. Caught by 
surprise, Israel suffered severe losses in human life and equipment. Following an 
Egyptian refusal to accept a cease-fire and a Soviet airlift to the Muslim states, the United 
States sent an airlift to Israel enabling a recovery from earlier setbacks. One confirmed 
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miraculous story demonstrating the providential nature of the Jewish victory merits 
inclusion. 

During the Yom Kippur War a troop of Israeli soldiers found themselves in the 
middle of an area riddled with hundreds of Syrian-placed land mines. When they 
discovered this, they quickly got on the ground and started slowly pushing their bayonets 
into the ground in order to identify the location of the mines. They then began the 
arduously slow and dangerous task of uncovering and unarmed the mines. They had no 
idea how many there were or even exactly where they were. Suddenly a strong desert 
wind came up out of nowhere and the clouds in the sky cleared exposing a bright shining 
moon. The wind stopped just as suddenly as it started and, when it was over, the soldiers 
discovered that all the land mines were exposed and brightly illuminated so they were 
able to walk around them and safely leave the minefield to successfully complete their 
mission. 37 Israel won this war too. It was, as the others, against all odds. 

After the Jewish victory Saudi Arabia in retaliation then led the Arab world in an 
oil embargo imposed on the United States and other western nations. This method of 
waging war would be an additional strategy for Israel's enemies to attack them in the 
future. 

In the years following the 1973 war, Israel's enemies realized that they could not 
defeat Israel on the battlefield. Churchill realized this many years earlier as he wrote of 
the Jews military superiority when he was Britain's Prime Minister in a memo to General 
Ismay on January 25, 1944. 38 Therefore, they turned to diplomatic warfare and sought to 
weaken Israel's international diplomatic position. Due to pressure from the Muslim world, 
most African and third world countries broke diplomatic relations with Israel. In 1975, 
the Soviet-Muslim-Third World bloc at the United Nations succeeded in passing the 
infamous "Zionism equals racism" General Assembly resolution. This was an attempt to 
delegitimize the right of the Jewish people to return to their ancestral homeland. The 
resolution was not revoked until December 1991. 

SAA. Maududi a Muslim wrote the following words in Jihad in Islam in 1991. 

Islam wishes to destroy all States and Governments anywhere on the face of 
the earth, which are opposed to the ideology and program of Islam. Islam 
requires the earth - not just a portion, but the whole planet." And that God's 
Law (Shariah) should be enforced in the world "by force of arms." Truth 
cannot be confined within geographical borders. "The allegiance of a Muslim 
does not rest on his domicile in the country which is his, but on the faith to 
which he belongs ... wherever there is the rule of Islam, there is his own

country. 

Conclusion 

World War I helped the Zionist movement by transforming the possibility and 
desire for a Jewish State from the theoretical to a real possibility. It also let the Jews 
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realize that the return to their homeland would be through bloody conflict. Turkey was a 
traditional British ally, and keeping its allies and colonies was of paramount importance 
to the British. That all ended when the Turks joined the side of Germany in World War I. 
British Prime Minister, H.H. Asquith, in November 1914 announced: "The Turkish 
empire has committed suicide." 40 When Turkey switched its alignment from Britain to 
Germany, Britain's goal was the defeat of the Ottoman Turks and their empire in the 
Middle East. While this led to reestablishing the Jewish State, it also set forth the notion 
that there should also be a new Arab state as well, and this initiated Arab nationalism. 

Theodor Herzl's earlier efforts had given the Jews a twenty-year head start over 
the Arabs. Even before WWI began, Zionist leaders had been in touch with leading 
British policy-makers, and they discussed the possibilities the war would give them for 
having their own sovereign land. 

World War I also introduced a significant amount of violence and extremism into 
the world, and these were an omen for the future of Israel. There was now no possibility 
of the Jews peacefully integrating back into the Middle East with the Arabs. The Arab 
Revolt in 1936 was encouraged and rewarded by the British who had supported local 
Arab leaders. The British had been drilling for oil in the Arab countries for more than 
thirty years and did not want to lose the inexpensive oil they took from this area. 41 This 
caused them to play both sides in this struggle. What had driven out the Turks and 
created the new Arab states could also be employed, in due course, to root out the Jews. 
This the Arabs learned from the British, so that in time, both within Palestine and across 
the Middle East as a whole, Arab leaders faced with the choice of negotiation or war 
would invariably choose war — and invariably lose. 

In the wake of the war, extremist regimes seized power and ruled by force and 
terror — first in Russia, then in Italy, and finally in Germany. The transformation of 
Germany from the best-educated society in Europe into a totalitarian race-state was a bad 
omen for the Jews. Although the anti-Semites of Central Europe had always treated Jews 
with varying degrees of cruelty and injustice, up to and including murderous pogroms 
and expulsion, it was only with Hitler that actual extermination became a reality. The 
outbreak of World War II provided the charade which allowed Hitler to implement an 
industrial grade, systematic genocide of the Jews. 

The Holocaust destroyed one-third of the world's Jews. But it also united much of 
the rest of world Jewry behind the Zionist project, and brought into existence the 
American Jewish lobby, the prototype of all the great lobbies of the later 20th century. 
Since the Holocaust, it became clear that Zion had to be not merely a "national home" but 
a refuge, and a fortress. Finally, the Holocaust spurred the Jews (and the refugees who 
joined them) to create the military means to defend themselves. If World War I created 
the new Zion, it was World War II that made the Israeli army and the restored homeland 
possible. 

Finally, it is very clear that the Bible promises have been and are being realized 
regarding the Covenants and the prophecies. The Nation Israel is back in the Land. They 
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have fought several major military conflicts and won each one against all odds. They are 
there in the national unbelief regarding Jesus as their Messiah. They are there following 
judgment (Holocaust) and will be there until judgment (Great Tribulation), exactly as 
God said through Ezekiel, Isaiah and Zechariah. Divine providence returned them to the 
Land. It does not matter what their enemies or the naysayer's claim, they are back in the 
Land and are victorious. 

A clear acceptance of the Scriptures as they were intended to be read makes it 
easy to see God's hand in the struggles of the Israelites to achieve a homeland. The wars 
Israel won in 1948, 1967 and 1973 are only explainable through Divine providence. It is 
further appropriate to observe that Bible believers that do see Israel's presence in the 
Land as prophesied are biblically grounded. Believers that are biblically ignorant will not 
see God's divine providence in protecting the Nation of Israel. A common excuse for 
introducing aberrant interpretations about Bible prophecy is the "it depends on how you 
view certain passages in Scripture" response. Readers do not decide an author's intent, 
and they are obligated to use reading skills and correct understanding of the language to 
interpret what the author has written. God said the Jews would be back in their Promised 
Land following judgment and they have been. He said they would receive judgment yet 
to come and it will happen during the Great Tribulation. Christ told them that life would 
be difficult for them because they rejected Him and it will remain this way until they 
accept Jesus as their Messiah.
